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This bibliography has been developed as an aid to legislators, 
their research staff, institutions of higher education, and to 
individual researchers interested in the area of inter-institutional 
television. Entries have been selected and compiled to represent 
printed resources currently available. 

Classifications are general in character. Entries have been 
placed under the heading most directly related to their content, 
and with few exceptions , have not been duplicated. Secondary 
sources have been included in some instances for ease in locating 
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studies .
